Under the new compulsory service law, all males 
between 17 and 45 are subject to three years of mili- 
tary service. Implementation of this law will probably 
lead to some increase in the size of the sliding army.

Laos: Communists appear to be moving to coun- 
ter some of the recent rightist advances in central 
Laos.

♦Brazil: The resignation last night of Finance Min- 
ister Ga™iho Pinto may open the way for greater 
leftist participation in President Goulart’s cabinet. 
Although foreign trade coordinator Ney Galvao has 
reportedly been named temporary finance minister, 
Goulart has been under heavy pressure from the ex- 
treme left to replace Pinto, a political moderate, with 
someone such as Leonel Brizola, the Presidents pro- 
Castro brother-in-law. This pressure is expected to 
reach a peak today at a large leftist ra lly to be held 
in Rio de Janeiro. J 
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Ivory Coast: President Houphouet-Boigny has 
apparently again moved to reduce the influence of a 
possible rival. Recent arrests and deportations 
have included associates of ambitious National Assem- 
bly President Phillipe Yace, who had been emerging 
in recent months as the number two man in the Hou- 
phouet regime. Yace is in charge of the party militia, 

however, and he might r eact by trying to use it to 

bring off a palace coup. | 1 
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
